WOUNDED A. LAME: . MAN 


Cripple Brought Before Him Cut an 


Head by Officer’s Sword—-Got 
Only Mild Punishment.

“PARIS, Aug. 6.—A telegram to the 
Figato from Brussels says that Lieut. 
Baron. von Forstner, the aythor of the 
“ Zabern incident” of last December, 
has been captured. 

It.is added that five German avia- 
tors have been killed by rifle fire from 
Belgian Civil Guards. 


Baron von F%érstner, who is only 21 
years old, was a subaltern in the Nine- 
ty-ninth, Infantry when that régiment 
was stationed at Zabern, in Alsace; last 
November. There was friction between 
the soldiers and the populace, and Col, 
von Reuter, commander of the = regi- 
ment; had warned his officers to carry 
revolvers and swords against possible 
Ps gee by the citizens, He also noti- 
ed them that Prussian officers were 
t6° be ‘sharp /¢** sohvietdig.’’) 
‘Not: long after this Baron von Férstrér, 
‘in addressing a squad of Alsatian rer 
cruits,. referred disrespectfully to the 
civilian: population of: Alsace, and thus 
aroused still greater feeling in the com- 
munity. ’ 

On the morning of Dec, 2 von Férst- 
ner waS leading a half company of the 
Ninety-ninth through the streets’ of the 
village of Dettweiler to drill when a 
Party .of workmen hooted him. At his 
command the soldiers started after 
them, but all the members of the party 
escaped except a lame shoemaker, who 
was captured and brought up to the of- 
ficer. Von Fiérstner then drew his 
sword and cut the shoemaker over the 
lead. ‘ 

The. inctdent aroused great popular 
indignation against tthe military, not: 
only in Alsace but all over Germany. 
The Reichstag by an overwhelming ma- 
jority passed a vote of censure, and 
thére was éven talk for a time of the 
possible. resignation of the Imperial 
Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann Hollweg. 
This. did not follow, but the Emperor 
transferred the Ninety-ninth to other 
garrison towns in Alsace. 

On Dec. 19 von Firstner was brought 
before a court-martial. His defense 
was that the shoemaker had made ef- 
forts to strike him, and that he was 
afraid. the civilian might break loose 
from. the soldiers and inflict upon him 
the disgrace of a blow. This, he said, 
must be prevented at any cost. 

The court-martial sentenced him to 
forty-three days’ imprisonment in. jail, 
not in a fortress. Such a sentence is 
considered ‘a great disgrace in Germany, 
and usually causes an officer to. leave

noon in her. home, 315 South. Twenty- 
second Street. She is in a serious con- 
dition at the Polyclinic Hospital, and 
probably will die. The police and her 
friends say the shooting was accidental. 

According to the police of the Twelfth 
and Pine Streets: station, Mrs. Parrish 
and Mrs. Rose Forbes, a friend, were 
packing their trunks preparatory to 
going to the Parrish Summer cottage 
at Nantucket. Mrs. Parrish picked up 
a pistol of small calibre, and before 
meting it in the tray of the trunk broke 
it to see if it was loaded. The only 
cartridge in the chamber exploded, the 
bullet going through her. left hand 
and*into her body. 

Mrs. Forbes ran: screaming from the 
house to a garage at 230 South Twenty- 
third Street. The injured woman was at 
once taken to the hospital, where the 
bullet was extracted. 

The Parrish home had been closed. for 
more than two weeks, but Mrs. Parrish 
had been scen entering and hey gge, hed 
frequently in the last few days i 
was Miss Marian Snow of Boston.

Doyle Was Sorting Mail When mre, 
Doyle. Used Knife. 


While clerks and carriers were at work 
in the earriers’ room of Sub-Station B of 
the Post Office at Grand and Attorney 
Streets yesterday afternoon the stidden 
entrance through a side door of a woman 
whom nobody ‘knew created some. sur- 
prise.

Tt is @ mistake to suppose that Col.’ 
Rooseverr has only’ one fight on his’ 
hands. He has two. © He ‘is not going 
to take the Progressives with him on 
his fusion road without trouble.

Victors. will observe 
though every source of it is now guard- 
ed by army officefs specially detailed 
for that purpose, at some points the sup- 
ply is abundant, while at others it is 
small in amount and poor in quality, and 
at still others it has dried up altogether, 
Yet the censors are all men of about 
the same. quality, and ‘all are prompt, 
when doubtful as to the wisdom, on mill- 
tary grounds, of making public any par- 
ticular piece of information, in deciding 
to suppress it. : 
- But they are also all alike in desiring 
the widest publicity for news of suc- 
cesses achieved by ‘their own forces. 
Now, fortunately for those of us who are 
in the business of getting news, and 
fortunately for those whose interest it 
is for us to get the whole truth; What 
is defeat for one side-is always victory 
for another, and what one r stern-. 
ly suppresses a second passes with a 
contented smile, This is hard on the cor- 
respondent who happens to be attached 
t& a losing or repulsed army or to he 
stationed in a.capital the policies and 
Plans of whose rulers aré not working 
out well, but the suppression is effectual 
only when it happens that communica- 
tion with the opposing side is cut. off. 
And that is rarely the case. 

As an almost invariable. rule, news 
comes from victors, not from the van- 
quished or the embarrassed. The news 
thus supplied may contain elements of 
exaggeration, but hardly ever is it 
wholly false, and allowance for the ex- 
aggeration is easily made by the judi- 
cious and the discriminating.

-This sugges- 
tion, however, met with the disapproval 
of some merchants on Fifth Avenue, and 
the Fifth Avenue ‘did not 
favor a police regulation forbidding 
them. In the informal conversation 
with Chief Inspector Schmittberger, In- 
spector Myers, and 8s. W. Taylor, 
I, who was present in behalf of the 
Fifth Avenue Association at the experi- 
ments on Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
fourth Stréet, expressed my personal 
views on left-hand turns and was in no 
way speaking for the Fifth Avenue 
Association. I am convinced that with 
the block system of moving traffic it 
will bécome inevitable that left-hand 
turns be prohibited, and Chief Inspector 
Schmittberger is correct in forbidding 
them in his experiments. 

As for the rotary system I strongly 
urge experimenting with it.. It works 
out perfectly on large spaces, like Co- 
lumbus Circle. How it would work on 
more restricted crossings can be ascer- 
tained only by a thorough trial. The 
greatest obstacle to its general intro- 
duction will be. found in the difficulty 


jto arrange for. the concaving of the 


street corners.. Whether the city has a 
right to cut_off’ portions of the sidewalk 
is a legal question—from ‘an engineering 
point of view it is readily feasible. Only 
by comparing the results obtained by a 
system of moving traffic simultaneously 
for ten blocks’ and by the rotary sys- 
tem is it possible to decide whether the 
block system or the rotary system 
should be introduced generally. There 
can be no doubt that some improved 
method of handling the congested traf- 
fic on Fifth Avenue is imperative.

A cablegram the other day from “London, 
published In T's Trams, says: “ The pop- 
ulation of Finland is Swedish,” and “ Fin- 
land is a province of Russia.” 

The population of Finland is 3,000,000. Only 
10 per cent. talk Swedish at home, the offi- 
cial language being Finnish, a peculiar lan- 
guage capable of ar the finest mean- 
ing of a word. 

Not’ Slav, not Swedish, Finland is simply 
a State, a Grand Duchy (not a province) 
under Russian military ‘protection, for which 
the Finns pay 12,000,000 marks yearly. Fin- 
land has equal suffrage, ite own constitution, 
its own money (equal to French money,) its 
own State railways, and its own Parliament, 
which-was the first Parliament in the world 
to have women members. Finland has more 
people, with university education per capita 
than any other country in the world. Now 
we can only hope that when this Wuropean 
crisis is all over, the small nations will need, 
no “ military protection.”’

Joseph Goldstein, a lawyer of 138 
Chester Street, Brownsville, and Isaac 
Seigmeister, another lawyer, addressed 
this meeting and urged the’ dépositors 
to get together and indict Moses Gins- 
berg, the manager of the Brownsville 
branch of the Kobre bank. Goldstein 
said that Ginsburg came to. Browns- 
ville a poor man five years ago and 
was now worth $250,000. 

The other meeting was held by the 
depositors of the Canal and Orchard 
Street branch of the Kobre bank at 
Forward Hall on East Broadway and 
Jefferson’ ‘Street. Only 600 persons 
could crowd into the hall, and most of 
these ‘tried to take the platform and 
talk. The police were forced to break 
up the meeting as there were a number 
of fights and much rioting. 

Max Kobre, the organiser; of the bank, 
said last night that his depositors were 
alarmed over nothing. “Their money 
is perfectly safe,’ he said, ‘“‘and they 
will. recéive 100 cents. on the dollar. 
The only reason that I turned the bank 
over to we State Banking Department 
was that I did not want to do an in- 
justice to any ore. We were operat- 
sl perfectly within the law, but if we 

d every ore that demanded their 
a some would have been left. 
Then if we had paid 50 or 75 per cent, 
‘as we could have done, this would have 
meant a loss to our depositors. « The 
reason that they could not be paid im- 
mediately is that much of the mone 
is tied up in gilt-edge miortgages, an 
of course, we could not realize on them 
at a moment’s netice without a- loss, 
Fully understanding these conditions,. I 
decided to turn the bank over to the 
State. Banking Department, who will 
see that vasa? one gets their money and 
prevent any loss.”

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“FRENCH CRITI, Dis 


Playwright, ‘Poet,. and Novelist. 
‘Was - -a Member of the 
French Academy. 


HIS STYLE WAS PIQUANT 


A Professor Successively at Havre 
and Algiers, and In Besancon 
‘ and Grenoble Universities. 


PARIS, Aug. €6.—Francois Elie Jules 
Lemaitre, the French dramatic critic, 
playwright, poet and novelist, died to- 
day. He was born in 183. M. Le- 
maitre was a member of the’ French 
Academy. He held’ the post of pro- 
fessor successively at Havre and Al- 
giers and in the Universities of Besan- 
son and Grenoble. He was dramatic 
critic of The Journal des Débats and 
The Revue des Deux Mondes. 


Though he was ~,poet, ‘novelist, 
dramatist, and politician.as well, the late 
M. Jules Lemaitre was, first and last, 
one of thé most brilliant dramatic 
critics of his time. In himself, he was 
a particularly typical and exclusive pro- 
duct of his own essentially critical na- 
tion. Probably, however, there is no 
other French critic who has had so 
great an influence upon criticism on this 
side of ‘the Channel, especially in 
dramatic matters. 

Among other things, he was the cham- 
pion, and in some ways the inventor, of 
the: impressionistic attitude, “of which 
Mr. A, B, Walkley, his confessed dis- 
ciple, igs our OWn most admired ex- 
ponent. ~ 

Thus; both in his literary and dram- 
atic judgments in the Journal des 
Débats, the Revue Bleue, and else- 
where, M. Lemaitre never spoke ex 
eathedra, or as an infallible oracle.’ He 
gave his personal impressions, his fleet- 
ing thoughts, ingenuously, for what 
they were worth. He admitted that he 
might be wrong, and that others might 
feel quite differently. He was the pos- 
sessor of @ delightful style—lambent and 
piquant and delicate—a clear intellect, 
and a happy knack of light satire, 

Born at Vennecy, in the Touraine, in 
1853, M. Lemaitre was a hardworking 
provincial schoolmaster till he was’ well 
over 30. Suddenly he woke up to find 
himself famous through a. brilliant 
study of Renan he had contributed to 
the ‘‘Revue. Bleue,’ of which he was 
afterwards to become editor. 

From that moment Lemaitre pecame 
a personality to be reckoned with in 
the world of letters. He was duly 
elected to the Academy in 1895. Apart 
from the famous articles as critic of 
the “‘Débats,” his deliciously pungent 
personal essays, issued under the title 
of ‘‘Les Contemporains,’”’ were perhaps 
the most wholly successful fruits of his 
ever-busy pen 

No single one, unfortunately, of the 

plays that he bad Same including 
Difficile,’’ ” “Ré- 
’ and others, mods be described 
as a popular success.. They were re- 
ceived with respect. Like met critics’ 
plays, however, they lacked the dra- 
matic: quality. ‘Their failure was a bit- 
ter disappointment to Lemaitre him- 
self. Probably it was largely resgor: 
sible for his attention being turne 
dates Gays to politics, which he did not
